Fishing Licences 
Most people need a licence to fish in Ontario. 
You can purchase a licence at many tourist out- 
fitters’ camps and lodges, summer camps, 
hotels and sporting goods dealers. Some local 
Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) offices 
also issue licences. 

Your licence must be signed and have all 
appropriate tags attached to it in order to be 
valid. Read the details below carefully to find 
out what kind of licence and tag(s) you need. 


Your licence is not transferable; that is, you can- 


not lend it to anyone. 

Remember to carry your licence with you at 
all times when fishing. If a Conservation 
Officer asks to see your licence, the law states 
that you must show it. 

Holders of an Outdoors Card must notify the 
ministry of any change in the information 

(address) no later than 10 days after the 
change occurs. 

If any part of your licence (Outdoors Card, 
paper permit, or tag) is lost, stolen or destroyed 
you may get a replacement by contacting the 
Outdoors Card Centre (1-800-387-7011). 

You will receive a replacement for the card 
and any three-year licence tags. If you lose your 
Outdoors Card and annual licence tags, you 
must complete an application for a search for a 
fee of $7.75. The card and any annual licence 
tags will be replaced for the above fee. If you 
lose a game seal, contact the local MNR office. 
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Licences for Ontario and 
Canadian Residents 


An Ontario resident is someone who has lived in 
Ontario for at least seven consecutive months 
during the 12 months prior to purchasing a 
licence. A Canadian resident is someone who 
has lived in any part of Canada for at least 
seven consecutive months during the 12 months 
prior to purchasing a licence. Ontario and 
Canadian Residents need a Resident Fishing 
Licence or a Resident Conservation Fishing 
Licence; a Conservation Licence has reduced 
catch and possession limits. To purchase 
either of these licences, Ontario and 
Canadian residents must have an 
Outdoors Card (or a temporary permit 
and application form). Prices (including 7% 
Federal GST) are as follows: 


Outdoors Card (valid for 3 years)... ... $6.00 
Resident Seasonal Fishing Licence. . . . . $15.00 
Resident Conservation Fishing Licence. . . $7.50 
Resident 1 Day Fishing Licence... .... $10.00 


You do not need a Resident Fishing Licence if you 
are: 


© under 18 years old; or 
e 65 years old or older; or 


© a disabled person who is an Ontario resident. 
A disabled person under these regulations is 
someone who is eligible for and is in posses- 
sion of either a CNIB National Identity Card 
or a Ministry of Transportation disabled per- 
son parking permit or a photocopy of same. 
A person carrying a photocopy of the permit 
may be asked to show the original permit at a 
later date. Also, a person who has an intellec- 
tual impairment and requires the assistance of 


another person in order to fish may fish with- 
out a licence. (NOTE: the disability exemp- 
tion is not available to Canadian residents liv- 
ing outside of Ontario). 


People who fall into one of the above categories 
are considered to be licence holders. They have 
all the same rights and responsibilities, including 
catch and possession limits, as people who have 
purchased a Resident Seasonal Fishing Licence. 

Except as provided for in some specific cases 
for conservation reasons, members of Ontario 
Aboriginal Communities having established abo- 
riginal and treaty rights do not require an 
Ontario fishing licence to fish for personal use 
(food, social, or ceremonial purposes) on their 
home reserve or within their known treaty or tra- 
ditional territory. Individuals must be prepared to 
provide identification showing their community 
membership. Please contact your local MNR 
office if you need more information. 


Licences for Non-Residents 
(Living Outside Canada) 


Anyone who is not an Ontario resident or 
Canadian resident under the above rules is consid- 
ered a non-resident. Non-residents under 18 may 
fish without a licence if accompanied by a licenced 
adult. Any fish caught will legally be part of the 
catch and possession limit of the person who holds 
the licence. Non-residents under 18 may purchase 
a licence and any fish caught apply to the catch 
and possession limit of the licence. 

Organized camp youth groups, of at least five 
people (under 18 years), can each obtain a 
Member of an Organized Camp Licence that 
allows them to fish for up to 21 days when accom- 
panied by an adult with a fishing licence. 


Non-residents 65 years or older are not exempt 


from licencing.

OntarioManitoba Border: You may fish in the fol- 
lowing lakes with either an Ontario or a Manitoba 
fishing licence: Diy. 22 - Davidson, High, Mantario, 
and Ryerson Lakes; Div. 24 - Moar Lake; Diy. 31 - 
Frances and Garner Lakes. 


Ontario‘Quebec Border: You may fish in Lake 


Timiskaming and throughout Div. 12 (Ottawa River) 
and in Div. 12A (Lake St. Francis) with either an 
Ontario Resident or a Quebec Resident fishing licence. 


There is no longer a spousal exemption for 
persons fishing under the authority of a 
Quebec Resident Fishing Licence. A spouse who 
is fishing with the holder of a Quebec Resident Fishing 
licence, must now have their own licence. 


International Border Waters 


Except as described below, holders of NonResident 
Fishing Licences may only catch and release fish, 
and may not catch and retain fish of any species in 
the area highlighted on the following map. 


Non-resident Tourism Guests or Property . 
Owners: The holder of a non-resident fishing 
licence who is STAYING OVERNIGHT at an 
Ontario tourist establishment, houseboat, recre- 
ational fishing site, parcel of land, or provincial 
park as described below, AND HAS ON HIS OR 
HER PERSON THE DOCUMENTATION 
DESCRIBED BELOW, may catch and retain stan- 
dard limits of fish pertaining to the licence held 
and the water body fished: 


@ a written contract for accommodation with a 
tourist establishment that meets minimum stan- 
dards set in regulation by the Ministry of 
Economic Development, Trade and Tourism, or a 
written contract for the rental of a commercial 
houseboat licensed or registered in Ontario 
under the Canada Shipping Act; 


© a written contract with an air carrier licensed by 
the Canadian Transport Commission and ; 
Transport Canada for air transportation to and 
from a recreational fishing site within the area 
highlighted on the map; 


‘e written evidence that the holder of the licence is 
an owner, or the grandparent, parent, spouse, 
child, brother, sister or grandchild of an owner, 
of a parcel of land located within the Territorial 
District of Rainy River and that portion of the 
Territorial District of Kenora lying south of the 
Canadian National Railway mainline (see map 
below); 


© a valid campsite or interior camping permit 
issued by an Ontario Provincial Park; 


@ a written contract for services provided by a 
canoe trip outfitter licenced by the Ministry of 
Economic Development, Trade and Tourism; 


@ a letter of authority from the local MNR District 
Manager identifying them as members of charita- 
ble or philanthropic groups. 


Non-resident Holders of a Border Water 
Conservation Tag: The holder of a non-+esi- 
dent fishing licence that has a Rainy River/Lake of 
the Woods Border Water Conservation Tag affixed 
to the back of it may catch and retain the associat- 
ed limits of fish shown on p. 7, in the border 
waters of Lake of the Woods, Shoal Lake (in the 
Territorial District of Kenora), Cul de Sac Lake, 
Obabikon Lake and Rainy River from Wheeler's 
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Areas affected by International Border Water Regulations

Point upstream to the Fort Frances dam if the hold- 
er of the licence is staying overnight at an 
Ontario location and has in possession written 
evidence of that fact or a valid Crown Land 
Camping Permit . 

The holder of a non-resident fishing licence that 
has a South Arm Rainy Lake Border Water 
Conservation Tag affixed to the back of it may catch 
and retain the associated limits shown on p. 7, in 
the waters of the South Arm of Rainy Lake lying 
south of King’s Highway Number 11, upstream to 
Squirrel Falls, and upstream to Devil’s Elbow on the 
Seine River, and including the portions of Rice Bay, 
Rocky Islet Bay and Moran Bay lying north of King’s 
Highway Number 11, and the waters of Rainy 
River lying downstream to the Fort Frances dam.

Fishing Laws 
Fishing in Ontario is regulated by both federal and 
provincial laws. These laws are designed to protect 
Ontario's fisheries, allowing recreational and com- 
mercial fishers fair use of them now, while presery- 
ing them for the future. All fishers have the responsi- 
bility of obeying these laws. 

It is against the law to catch, try to catch, or pos- 
sess any species if it is against fishery regulations to 
do so. If you catch a fish illegally, return it immedi- 
ately to the water (see Tips on Live Release Fishing 
on p. 8). 


Federal aw 


The main federal law with respect to fishing is the 
Fisheries Act, which protects and conserves fish 
and fish habitat. The Fisheries Act defines fish 
habitat as “spawning grounds and nursery, rear- 
ing, food supply and migration areas on which fish 
depend directly or indirectly, in order to carry out 
their life processes.” It is illegal to harm fish habi- 
tat. Note that Ontario Conservation Officers are 
also Fishery Officers with power to enforce the 
Fisheries Act. 

The penalties for fishing offences against the 
Fisheries Act can include a fine of up to 
$500,000, a prison term of up to 24 months, or 
both. The penalties for harmful alteration, disruption 
or destruction of fish habitat can include a fine of 
up to $1,000,000 or imprisonment for up to three 
years, or both. 


To enforce the Fisheries Act, the law permits a fish- 
ery officer to: 


© enter and inspect, without a warrant, any place, 
premises, vehicle or vessel if the officer has rea- 
sonable grounds to believe there are any fish, 
fishing equipment, or related documents present, 
in order to ensure compliance with the Act; 

® arrest, without a warrant, anyone the officer 
believes on reasonable grounds is committing 
(or has committed, or is preparing to commit) an 
offence against the Act; 

© enter and pass through or over private property 
in the course of duty. 


Provincial Law 

The main provincial law with respect to fishing is 
the Game and Fish Act, which deals with licensing 
of fisheries. The Game and Fish Act is enforced by 
Conservation Officers and Deputy Conservation 
Officers. Under the Game and Fish Act, a 
Conservation Officer may: 


® arrest anyone found contravening the Act; 


® stop a vehicle or vessel to determine if the occu- 
pants have been hunting, fishing, or to deter- 
mine the number and species taken. 


If the officer believes, on reasonable’ grounds, that 
someone illegally possesses fish, the officer is 
authorized to do any of the following without a 
search warrant: 


® stop, enter and search any aircraft, vehicle or 
vessel; 


© enter and search any fishing, hunting, mining, 
lumber or construction camp; 


© open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, parcel or 
other container. 


If the officer finds any fish caught or held illegally, 
or any equipment, vehicle, vessel or other item 
used to commit the offence, the officer may seize 
them without a warrant. 

Conservation Officers operate random “Fish 
Check Stations” throughout the year. These stations 
are intended to protect and manage Ontario's fish- 
eries, to collect information on fish caught by recre- 
ational fishers in the province and to make sure the 
regulations are obeyed. 

It is expected that during 1999, the 
Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, will 
come into force, replacing the Game 
and Fish Act. This new legislation will 
provide an important tool in support of 
the conservation and management of 
the province’s valuable fish and wildlife 
resources. 


General Fishing 
Regulations 
Definition of Angling 


The Ontario Fishery Regulation’s definition of 
angling is as follows, “angling means fishing with 
a line to which one or more hooks are attached 
and that is held in the hand or is attached to a rod 
that is held in the hand or closely attended.” 


Non-Angling Methods of 
Capturing Fish 


Persons with a valid Resident Fishing Licence may 
fish using angling gear, one baitfish trap, one dip- 
net, one seine, bow and arrow and spear; restric- 
tions on non-angling activities are outlined on p. 4. 
These licence holders may also obtain, without 
charge from MNR offices, the permit required to 
dip-net for pink salmon, whitefish and herring in 
specified areas of the province. 


Persons with a valid Non-Resident Fishing Licence 
may fish with the following gear, in addition to 
using angling gear: 

° a dipnet for smelt; 

© a seine net for smelt; 

© a bow and arrow for carp, sucker and coarse fish, 
under the conditions outlined on p. 4. 


Before fishing, check the Map Regulations for the 
area you will be fishing in for any exceptions or 
extra restrictions. 

It is illegal to: 


e fish with or possess a spring gaff; 


e fish with or possess a baited or unbaited snag- 
ger for use in fishing; 


e fish with or possess a snare for use in fishing; 


e fish with a spear gun or possess a spear gun for 
the purpose of fishing; 


© possess a spear for the purpose of fishing on or 
within 30 m (98.2 ft) of the edge of any waters 
except when fishing in accordance with the reg- 
ulations in the following table; 


¢ catch or kill a fish by impaling or snagging it 
with a hook through any part of the body other 
than the mouth. Any fish hooked in this way 
must be released immediately (see Tips on Live 
Release of Fish on p. 8); 


© use or possess a landing net with a frame 
greater than 127 cm (50 in.) in circumference, 
or a handle longer than 51 cm (20 in.) in the 
following waters or their tributaries: Pretty River; 
Batteaux River; Silver Creek in the Counties of 
Simcoe and Grey, Division 4; 


© use artificial lights for fishing except: 
- to fish for smelt, or to fish for lake whitefish 
or lake herring with a dip-net 
- if the light is part of a lure attached to a 
line used in angling; 
® use dynamite or other explosives to take or 
destroy fish; 


e fish within 25 m (81.8 ft.) of a pound net or fish 
culture cage; 


fish within 22.9 m (75 ft.) downstream from the 
lower entrance to a lamprey barrier, fishway or 
any device designed to assist fish around an 
obstacle. 


Fishing Seasons 


It is illegal to attempt to catch fish for 
which the season is closed, even if you 
are going to release them. Fishing season 
opening and closing dates vary depending on the 
species and the area. These regulations protect fish 
at vulnerable times of the year, especially when 
they are spawning or protecting their young. For 
example, if adult bass are caught in the spring, the 
eggs and young bass are left unprotected, and are 
likely to be eaten by predators. To prevent large 
losses to these populations, the bass fishing season 
in most areas begins at the end of June, after the 
young are large enough to fend for themselves. 

Please see the Map Specific Regulations to 
determine the fishing seasons for waterbodies in 
Maps A, B, C, and D. 

Unless stated otherwise, species that 
are not listed (such as catfish, sucker 
and rockbass) have a year round open 
season. 


Restrictions on Non-Angling Methods of Capturing Fish . . 


Unless the regulations specifically state otherwise, all fishing by means other than angling must be done after 
sunrise and before sunset (during daylight hours).

Fish Sanctuaries 


No fishing of any kind is permitted in a 
fish sanctuary. Some bodies of water, or 
parts of them, are declared fish sanctuaries dur- 
ing certain times of the year. Fish sanctuaries 
are noted in the exception lists following the 
Map Specific Regulations for Maps A, B, C, 
and D. Note also that fish sanctuary areas are 
not always marked with signs; if you are at all 
uncertain, check with the local MNR office 
before fishing. 


Catch and Possession Limits 
Fishery laws limit the number of fish you can catch 
or possess. The number will depend on the species, 
where they are caught and, in some cases, their 
size, Note that for some species there are 
no limits. In these cases no reference will 
be made to a limit in the summary. The 
catch limit is the number of fish you are allowed to 
catch and keep in one day. The possession limit 
is the number you are allowed to have in your pos- 
session on hand, in cold storage, in transit, etc. 
Possession limits are the same as one day's catch 
limit except where otherwise specified. 

Shore Meals - Fish caught that day and eaten 
for shore meals are counted as part of your daily 
catch limit. 

On some waters in Divs. 22, 30, 31 and 34, there 
are restrictions on possession of live fish. See 
table starting on p. 46. 

It is illegal to destroy, or to allow to 
spoil, fish which have been lawfully 
caught and which are suitable for food. 


Conservation Licences 


The catch and possession limits for Conservation 
Licence holders are listed below; please check 
the Standard Catch and Possession Limits 
and the Exceptions Tables for additional 
restrictions. Where a lower limit is referenced 
in the exceptions table, the lower limit also 
applies to conservation licence holders, if the ref- 
erenced lower limit is less than the conservation 
licence limit. For example, the limit for whitefish 
on Lake Simcoe (Div. 5) is two (2) for all licence 
types. Any fish caught beyond the legal limit 
must be released quickly and carefully (see Tips 
on Live Release of Fish on p. 8).

Preparing Fish for Exporting, 
Transporting or Storing 

When you are exporting, transporting or storing, 
you must ensure that the fish can be easily identi- 
fied and counted. Where length limits apply, 
you must also ensure that the length of the fish 
can be easily determined. (See p. 13). 


To prepare fish for verte S transporting or stor- 

ing, you must do the following: 

e leave a large portion of the skin, including scales 
on all fish or fillets so they can be identified; 

e wrap or freeze fish separately so they can be

Length Limits 

A variety of size restrictions apply to some species 
and waterbodies (see Map, A, B, C, or D). Unless 
otherwise stated, size limits refer to total 
length, which is a measure from the tip of the 
mouth with the jaws closed to the tip of the tail, 
with the tail fin lobes compressed to give the 
maximum possible length. 

On some waterbodies, the regulation may 
specify a size limit that is a fork length. Fork 
length is a measure from the tip of the mouth 
with the jaws closed to the central part of the 
caudal (tail) fin (See p. 13). If you catch a fish in 
a restricted size range, you must release it immedi- 
ately. (See Tips, below). 


Gear Restrictions 
Hooks and Lines ; 


Unless otherwise stated, each angler may use only 
one line, except for ice fishing. 

A fishing line must not have more than four 
hooks. On an artificial lure, a gang containing up 
to three hooks is considered to be one hook. In all 
other situations, a double hook counts as two 
hooks; and a treble hook counts as three hooks. 


Barbless Hooks 


In most waters where barbless hooks are required, 
a line must have no more than one barbless hook 
attached to it. Any extra hooks must be removed 
from lures. A barbless hook under fishery laws 
means a hook that was made without a barb or 
has had its barb either completely removed, or 
compressed so that it is completely in contact with 


the shaft of the hook. 


Artificial Lures 


In some waters, artificial lures are required. An | 
artificial lure under fishery laws means a hook or 
lure with no organic bait attached. 


Artificial Flies 


An artificial fly means a single or double hook 
dressed with silk, tinsel, wool, fur, feathers or other 
such material but does not include a weight or a 


spinning device. Only artificial flies are allowed as 


bait in: 


¢ East Goulais River from Laughing Lake in 


Menard Twp. to the Goulais River (Div. 18); 


© Garden River from Ranger Lake to Garden Lake 


(Div. 18);

Bait 


In addition to the Restrictions on Non-Angling 


Methods of Capturing Fish (p. 4), and in the Map 
Specific Regulations, the following restrictions

spawn. Only licenced dealers may sell bait 
fish; 

it is illegal to bring live fish, crayfish or sala- 
manders into Ontario for use as bait;

release can seriously damage fish populations; 


residents may use only one baitfish trap, seine 
or dip-net to catch baitfish; if you use a bait 
fish trap, .it must be clearly marked with your 
name. Please check your trap on a regular 
basis to avoid wastage of fish; 


any live holding box must be clearly marked 
with the name and address of the user; 


you may not use or possess for bait any fish, 
other than baitfish, unless the regulations 
specifically state otherwise; 


a recreational angler may have no more than 
120 baitfish in possession from April 1 to 
October 14. From October 15 to March 31, 
. limit is a total weight of 18 kilograms (40 
lbs.);

northern dusky), and leeches are legal bait; 
and 


no person other than the holder of a 
Commercial Bait Licence or a Bait

Ice Fishing

Safe Boating in 
Areas of 
Commercial 
Fishing 


The commercial fishing industry in Ontario, which 
is primarily focused on the Great Lakes, harvests 
fish using trawls, seine nets, gill nets, hoop nets, 
pound nets, and trap nets. All nets must be identi- 
fied by, means of buoys, stakes, and markers 
which identify the owner of the net and the loca- 
tion of the beginning or end of the net. Besides 
these markers, there may be additional buoys 
(e.g. plastic or steel cans) that indicate intermedi- 
ate portions of the net or anchor lines. Boaters 
should be aware that because the length of some 
nets may exceed several thousand meters, it may 
not be possible to see both ends. 


To ensure safe boating in areas where commer- 
cial fishing activity takes place, please consider 
the following: 


‘1. Many retail and wholesale freshwater fish 
outlets are operated by commercial fishers, 
and information regarding local net marking 
systems may be obtained by talking with 
their staff. 


2. Many local yacht clubs, sailing clubs, power 
squadrons, and marinas have information 
regarding commercial fishing activities in 


local waters. In some cases, detailed ‘maps 
of fishing locations and specific markings 
may be available. Contact local commercial 
fishermen’s association for further details. 


3. Treat commercial fishing gear with the same 
caution as any other floating device, appara- 
tus or debris. 


4. When a net marker is encountered it may be 
possible to observe which way the net runs 
through visual sighting underwater. During 
summer months when nets are usually set in 
cooler deeper water, the direction the nets run 
may not be determined as easily, 


5. Unmarked nets should be reported immediate- 
ly to the closest Ministry of Natural Resources 
office. 


6. _ Lures and other sharp foreign objects stuck in 
commercial nets are hazards to commercial 
fishers. : 


7. Tampering with commercial fishing gear is 
dangerous to boaters, and is an offence 
under the Fisheries Act. 


8. If your gear accidentally becomes entangled 
in a commercial net, and you cannot disen- 
tangle your equipment from the net, contact 
the commercial operator immediately. 


9. Entanglement of cannonballs may present a 
serious and dangerous situation to boaters. 
Cannonball cables, if not released from the 
net immediately, can act like an anchor and 
swing the boat around with its stern acting as 
the bow. If this occurs, the downrigger line 
should be cut immediately with wire cutters. 


10. Where the trawl industry operates, boaters 
should recognize that maneuvering a trawler 
can be very difficult. Be aware that standard 
boating rules and regulations apply when 
encountering any large commercial fishing 
vessel.

Threats To 
Ontario’s Waters 


Harmful Exotic Species 
Ontario's fish and the waters that support them 
are threatened by several exotic species that can 
be spread unknowingly by anglers and boaters. 
Some harmful exotic species that have been dis- 
covered in Ontario waters and ways of prevent 
ing their spread are described below. 
Whenever you move your boat from one 
waterbody to another, exotic species may tag 
along for the ride. There are some important 
things you can do to prevent the transport of 
harmful exotic species from one lake or river to 
another: 


e Inspect your boat, motor, trailer, and boating 
equipment (anchor, centreboards, rollers, 
axles) and remove any zebra mussels and 
other animals and plants that are visible 
before leaving any waterbody; 
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© Drain water from the motor, livewell, bilge and 
transom wells while on land before leaving the 
waterbody; 


¢ Wash/dry your boat, tackle, downriggers, 
trailer, and other boating equipment to kill harm- 
ful species that were not visible at the boat 
launch. Some aquatic nuisance species can sur- 
vive more than 2 weeks out of water so it is 
important to: 


rinse your boat and equipment that normally 
gets wet with hot tap water (greater than 

AO °C); or 

- spray your boat and trailer with high pressure 
water (250 psi); or 


' 


- dry your boat and equipment for at least 5 
days before transporting to another water 


body. 


¢ Empty your bait bucket on land before leaving 
any waterbody. Never release live bait into a 
waterbody, or release aquatic animals from one 
waterbody into another; 


¢ Learn how to identify zebra mussels and other 
exotic species. If you suspect a new infestation 
report it fo the Ministry of Natural 
‘Resources or the Invading Species 
Hotline (1-800-563-7711) - this hotline is a 
partnership between the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources and the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters. 


Zebra Mussels 

Zebra mussels are freshwater mollusks that often 
attach in large numbers to hard objects in the 
water. They are normally brown 

in colour, with yellow or 
white stripes, and are 
very small - about the 
size of a fingernail. In 
the Great Lakes, zebra 
mussel colonies have 
clogged municipal and 
industrial water intake 
lines, covered boat hulls, 
fouled beaches, killed native clams, and disrupted 
the lake ecosystems. 

Zebra mussels have spread rapidly in Ontario. 
Since their initial discovery in 1988 in Lake St. 
Clair, they have spread throughout the Great 
Lakes/St. Lawrence River system, and into some 
inland lakes. Zebra mussels have invaded the Trent 
Severn and Rideau systems, and have been found 
in some Muskoka Lakes. They probably entered 
these inland systems through recreational boating 
traffic. Zebra mussels are invisible to the naked eye 
in their early life stage (called a veliger), when they 
can be transferred unknowingly in live wells, bilge 
water and baitfish buckets. In their adult stage they 
can attach to boat hulls.

Help slow the spread of zebra mussels by 
thoroughly cleaning your boat and 
angling gear before moving between 
bodies of water. 


Ruffe 


The ruffe is a small European relative of the wall- 
eye and yellow perch. It was introduced into the 
Duluth-Superior Harbour of Lake Superior from 


the ballast water of 
ocean-going ships in 
the early 1980s. 
Within a few 
years it 

became the 
most abundant fish in 
the harbour. Ruffe 
are established in the 
Kaministiquia River in Thunder Bay, Ontario. 
Ruffe may displace native Ontario fish species 
through competition for food and habitat. Help 
slow the spread of ruffe. Do not collect baitfish 
from the Great Lakes for use in inland waters. 
Learn how to identify ruffe. If you think you have 
caught one, kill it and contact your local MNR 
office. 


Minnesota Sea Grant 


It is illegal to possess ruffe except when 
transporting a dead specimen to a 
Ministry of Natural Resources office. 


Round Goby 


The round goby is a small, bottom-dwelling fish 
from eastern Europe that was introduced to the St. 
Clair River via bak 
last water in the 4g 
late 1980s. Itis <i. 
now found in all 
of the Great Lakes 
except Lake Ontario. 
The round goby is an aggressive fish that can 
spawn several times per year, grow up to 25 cm 
(9.8 in.) in length, and compete with native bottom- 
dwelling fish species. Round gobies are expected 
to be harmful to Great Lakes and inland fisheries. 
Although gobies are not legal baitfish, they look 
very similar to our native sculpins which can be 
used as bait.

Smelt 


Smelt is a species of small fish that reproduces 
and grows rapidly. Releasing smelt eggs or 
spawn into waters other than 

those they came 
from can upset 
the delicate 
ecological bal- 
ance in many waterbodies. The 
smelt take a large portion of the food supply, 
posing a serious threat to other fish species and 
populations. MNR asks smelt fishers in Ontario to 
take care when rinsing dressing equipment or 
dumping entrails. Dumping fish waste into lakes 
and streams may put fertilized smelt eggs into the 
water system. This is against fishery laws, which 
prohibit the transfer of live fish or spawn from 
one body of water to another. It can create great 
problems for both commercial and recreational 
fisheries. For the sake of Ontario's fish popula- 
tions, do not transfer smelt, and pass the word 
along to other fishers. 


Live smelt may not be used for bait. 

It is also illegal to possess live or dead 
smelt while recreational fishing in Divs. 
22, 22A, 24, 30, 31 and 32 in north-west- 
ern Ontario.

CROWN LAND 
AND CAMPING 


In Ontario, travel for recreational purposes on Crown lands and 
waters is generally free and unrestricted. Generally, camping is 
allowed free on Crown lands for up to 21 days per year except 
where posted as no camping. Some Crown lands, however, have 
restricted travel zones for forest fire prevention, officially closed forest 
access roads and areas posted with signs to prohibit all or certain 
kinds of travel. Non-residents, except those using the services of a 
commercial outfitter, require a permit to camp on Crown lands north 
of the French and Mattawa Rivers. Contact your local MNR office or 
licence issuer for permits.

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Crayfish 


The rusty crayfish, originating from the midwestern 
United States, was probably introduced into 
Ontario through bait- 
bucket transfers. This 
crayfish is now found in 
Lake Superior and in several 
lakes in north-western 
and central Ontario. The 
rusty crayfish replaces 
native crayfish species, can 
consume large amounts of 
aquatic vegetation, and 
could affect fish habitat. 

If you are using crayfish for 
bait, do not release them into 
a lake or river.

Spiny Water Flea (“BC”) 


The spiny water flea is a small (less than 1 cm 
long) planktonic crustacean that was intro- 
duced into the Great Lakes from Europe in the 
early 1980s. It has spread throughout the

Great Lakes, and has invaded the Muskoka 
Lakes, Lake Simcoe, the Kawartha Lakes, Lake 
Temagami, and several smaller lakes in central 
Ontario. The spiny water flea was probably 
introduced into these inland lakes through 
recreational boating traffic. The impacts of this 
invader are unknown, but it might impact fish 
by disrupting the food chain. Spiny water fleas 
collect on fishing lines and downrigger cables, 
and can be transported in bait-buckets and

Aquatic Vegetation 


There are several species of exotic aquat 
ic plants found in Ontario which can 
cause ecological problems if spread into 
new waterbodies. Eurasian watermilfoil, 
purple loosestrife, European frog-bit, and 
flowering rush are just a few exam- 
ples of these types of 
plants. They can dis- 
place native vegetation, 
affect fish and wildlife 
habitat, and interfere 
with human uses of 
our waterways. 
Aquatic plants can 
also harbour zebra 
mussels and other 
species.

When leaving any waterbody please 
remove all vegetation from your boat, 
trailer and other equipment. 


Extensive Fish Kills 

A number of causes, natural or unnatural, may 
lead to large numbers of fish dying. Most fish kills 
happen in the summer, but winter fish kills are not 
uncommon. Fish may die from natural changes in 
water quality caused by temperature changes, lack 
of oxygen (from decomposition), algae toxins, high 
turbidity (“murky” water) or too much gas trapped 
in water. Other natural causes include epidemics 
(of bacteria, viruses or parasites) or spawning prob- 
lems. Unnatural fish kills are usually the result of 
releasing heated waste or toxic chemicals. The

sources may be industrial, agricultural, municipal, 
or residential. Pesticides used for farming and to 
control water weeds are another cause. Some kills 
result from tampering with water levels or flow. The 
Ministry of Environment and Energy and the 
Ministry of Natural Resources investigate fish kills to 
find their causes, suggest responses, set up preven- 
tive programs and collect evidence for possible 


" court action. Speed is of vital importance in these 


investigations. Since fish decompose rapidly, espe- 
cially in warm weather, evidence may be lost with- 
in hours. It is important, therefore, to report 
any fish kills immediately. In river systems, 
toxins and fish carcasses may travel downstream 
from where the kill oceurred. If you see evidence of 
a fish kill, contact the nearest office of the Ministry 
of Environment and Energy or the Ministry of 
Natural Resources (see p. 59) right away. 


Aquarium Fish 

Many people release unwanted aquarium pets into 
natural waters. Not only is this activity illegal, it can 
harm the environment. Several exotic species of 
plants and animals have been introduced to the 
Great Lakes region by this practice. If you have an 
unwanted aquarium pet, return it to a best pet 
store, or donate to a school or other institution - it 
will be better for your pet and the environment. 


Moving Live Fish 

Many new populations of bass and other fish. 
species have been established in Ontario through 
unauthorized stocking. These introductions are offen 
conducted by individuals with good intentions of 
creating new recreational fisheries. However, this 
practice is illegal and can cause great harm to 
existing recreational, commercial and baitfisheries. 
The negative impacts of these stocking activities 
often become widespread as the introduced 
species spreads to other lakes through connected 
waterways. 


A licence is required for all fish transfers 
and stocking into Ontario waters.

Exporting, Transporting or Storing Fish 


Mav anglers travel long distances or cross international borders to catch the adventure of fishing in Ontario. 

| We want to make sure that if you are exporting, transporting or storing fish, that you are doing it according 
~ to regulations that help us monitor and enforce laws in place to protect the resource. To prepare fish for exporting, 
transporting or storing, make sure that you: 


e leave a large portion of the skin, including scales on all fish or fillets so they can be identified; 
® wrap or freeze fish separately so they can be counted; and 


e where length limits or size restrictions are in effect, leave both the head and tail on the fish so that it can be 
measured. 


A good tip is to pack your fish in a bag or box by laying them flat and arranging them so that they can be easily 
identified, counted and measured.

| When boating or fishing . . . 


‘| © approach stations slowly. Always wear a personal flotation 
device. 


© watch for warning signs or barriers, above or below dams, and stay a safe distance outside of them. 


| ¢ stay clear of the “headpond” or “tailrace” water at dams and = kee water level and flow can nang with- 
out warning. It can quickly swamp your power vessel, canoe or kayak, and put you in the grip of an undertow. 


¢ don't wade into moving water. Be sure of your footing and watch for obstacles. 


| @ stay sober. Drinking and operating a power vessel is just as dangerous and illegal as drinking and driving a 
car. 


When Swimming .. . 


© stay away from dams and spillways where strong undertows and turbulence can overcome you without warn- 
ing. Obey all “No Swimming” signs. 


° always swim with a buddy. 
| © never dive or jump from structures into the water. 


} If you fall into the headwaters above a dam, or into the tailrace area below, swim diagonally to shore with the 
current or edge along the floating barrier in the headwaters to shore. Do not try to retrieve a swamped vessel. 


When hiking .. . 


| e don’t climb station or dam structures. Use only clearly indicated walkways, observation points and stairways. 


* stay back from the edge of a waterway because footing may be slippery. If you must walk near water after 
dark, use a flashlight. In the winter, never go out on the ice because moving water underneath keeps the ice 
thin.
